HUERTA WHIPPED, WILTS AND 
MAY AVOID VILLA'S VENGEANCE 


Mexico City — General Victoriano 
Huerta resigned from the provisional 
presidency of the Mexican Republic 
Wednesday evening, and his resignation 
was accepted by the senate and cham- 
ber of deputies by a vote of 121 to 17. 

Francisco Carbajal was then ap- 
pointed president and took the oath of 


office at the joint session of deputies 
and senators. 

Huerta’s resignation was submitted 
through the Department of Foreign 
Relations. It was read in the house 
and was greeted with cheers. It was 
then referred to the committee of 
gobernacion. After brief considera- 
tion, the committee reported, accept- 
ing the resignation. 

A ballot was taken and the joint ses- 
ion approved the report. 

Wednesday night General Huerta and 
General Blanquet boarded a train of 
the Mexican railroad at a small station 
two miles from the capital, bound for 
Puerto Mexico. 

Saltillo (via Laredo, Tex.).—Two 
hundred and thirty persons were re- 
ported executed in Mexico City by 
Huerta. One hundred and seventy 
of these were said to have been put 
to death in the Federal penitentiary 
and sixty executed in the prison of 
Santiago Tialtelaloo.

The capture by the Constitutional- 
ists of Guadalajara, within striking 
distance of the Mexican capital, has 
eniphasized to the people in the ter- 
ritory controlled by Huerta that the 
military triumph of the revolution is 
inevitable. ; , 

This is the tenor of the information 
which is reaching officials here, along 
with the news that persons promi- 
nently identified with the Huerta Gov- 
ernment are quietly leaving the coun- 
try with their families, fearing re- 
prisals by the Constitutionalists. 

Composition of the differences be- 
tween General Carranza and General 
Villa through the conferences at Tor- 
reon have solidified the Constitution- 
alist military forces again, but those 
conversant with the inner details of 
the situation claim a much more bene- 
ficial result has ensued in that a pro- 
gram for the holding of honest elec- 
tions and the carrying out of a series 
of reforms now has been drafted. 

The two material resolutions adopt-

CHAS A. HOOPER, PIONEER 

LUMBER KING, PASSES AWAY 


Pittsburg (Cal.)—Charlegs Appleton 
Hooper, known as the pioneer lumber 
king of California, and owner of some 
of the largest timber holdings in the 
State, died iast Sunday morning of 
heart failure at his country residence, 
Rancho Los Medanos, in Contra Costa 
county. He had been suffering some 
time from nephritis, and the compit 
cation of heart trouble hastened his 
end. 

Hooper was a little more than 71 
years old. 

Hooper organized many lumber com- 
panies, and invested heavily in Cali- 
fornia lands, ranches and_ timber 
tracts, in which he expressed great 
confidence. In the early seventies he, 
with others, formed the Sacramento 
Lumber Company and became its pres- 
ident. In 1881 he organized the L. W. 


Arizona business, and headed that 
also, as he did, subsequently, the 
Southern California Lumber Company 
at Los Angeles and the Russ Lumber 
and Milling Company of San Diego. 
He also was the founder of the Oregon 
and California Lumber Company, the 
Redwood Manufacturers’ Company, 
and in 1907 of the Big Lagoon Lum- 
ber Company, in Humboldt county. 
This last he sold a year later for more 
than $4,000,000. 

The flourishing town of Pittsburg, 
at Los Medanos, Contra Costa coun- 
ty, was founded by Hooper.

ery Roman religious edifice, and natur- 
ally, having early discovered that a 
copper is expected in return for every 
trifling act of gratuitous aid, the mat 
manager gets recognition denied the 
others, writes G. A. Lyon, Jr., in the 
Washington Star. 


It is inexpedient to go through Italy 
In a spirit of practical commiseration 
for the poor, the maimed, the blind 
and the sick, who beseech alms at ev- 
ery turn. To yield to the impulse to 
give to one of these unfortunates, is 
dangerous, for within five minutes an- 
other case, apparently just as worthy, 
1s at hand to claim rellef. And to give 
to all who ask‘ alms is to invite bank- 
ruptcy. The only safe rule is to deny 
al! and to take comfort in the reflec- 
tion that charities are organized here 
as at home to eare for the absolutely 
destitute. 

Of course many tourists give these 
people money, else they would soon 
adopt other means of maintenance. 
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The other day, for instance; while driv- 
ing around St. Peter’s on the long way 
to the Vatican gallery entrance, we 
passed a man without legs, sitting in 
the crowded roadway, hitching along 
with little hand crutches, and calling 
out for alms in the characteristic 
whine of the Italian beggar. Several 
carriages passed without response, but 
soon I heard the rattle of coins, and 
looking back saw the cripple scramble 
with surprising speed for the dole. He 
had a first-class station and is doubt- 
less out of business hours a person of 
considerable affluence. 


Residents Also Contribute. 


However, giving to the unfortunate 
is not confined by any means to the 
tourists. The other afternoon again 
we were on our way to a church—St 
Pietro in Vincolo (St. Peter in chains), 
where Michael Angelo’s ‘Moses” is 
placed—and going for a short cut 
through a narrow by-street we encoun- 
tered a tall young man, greatly crip- 
pled, having lost one arm at the shoul- 
der and walking slowly with great diffi- 
culty by the ald of a stick. He was 
calling out an appeal, coupled evident- 
ly with a recital of the circumstances 
of his hurt, while a comely young wo-:

AWAY WITH DRY SWEEPING 


Uneanitary and Dafgerous, the Mod- 
ern Housewife Should Substitute 
Dustiess Cleaning Methods. 

The various methods of dustlesa 
cleaning are deservedly popular in 
these days of preventive medicine. 
Dust is dangerous to health. “Air 
germs” are mostly dust germs, and 
the number of disease germs in the 
air is usually tn direct proportion to 

the amount of dust contained in it. 

Disease germs which are cast into 
dry, dustless air soon lose their pow- 
er to cause disease. But when they 
can attach themselves to dust parti- 
cles, they are protected and retain the 
moisture which is necessary for their 
life, for long periods of time. 

Tuberculosis germs, for example, 
will live and retain their disease-pro- 
ducing power from one to nine months 
on indoor dust, and as long as two 
months on street dust. 

Dust found indoors, especially in 
dark, damp, poorly ventilated places, 
is more dangerous than outdoor dust, 
which is dried by being blown about 
and is subjected to the purifying action 
of the direct rays of the sun.

It acts as a mechant- 
cal irritant to the delicate mucous 
membrane lining the breathing or- 
gans. 

This irritation, if continued, causes 
a mild inflammation, or catarrhal con- 
dition, lowérs the natural resistive 
powers of these delicate structures, 
thereby preparing the soil for the 
growth of disease germs which may 
find their way there.

They intend to have it, for it is avail 
able. 


The majority are in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership of a water supply 
for Richmond, but the majority are 
also in favor of a good quality of 
water. Sacramento river water is 
long on quantity and very short on 
quality. Its taste is proof. There is 
no filtering process that will eliminate 
the deleterious substances found in 
the Sacramento valley and which are 
drained from the stagnant and slug- 
gish tule creeks that feed the Sacra- 
mento river. Snow water from the 
Sierras is available and will come with 
the Hetch Hetchy. 


Fifty-five thousand locomotive en- 
gineergs and firemen have voted unan- 
imously to strike after six months of 
fruitless attempts to arbitrate.
